AMENDED LEAGDE 
PACT ADOPTED 


The revised covenant of the league 
of nations was adopted by the plenary 
session of the peace conference iii 
Paris without division and without 
amendment. 


The covenant had been moved by 


President Wilson. 


President Wilson, in his speech ex­ 
plaining 
the 
revised covenant, said 
that Sir Eric Drummond, 
of 
Great 
Britain, had boen named as the first 
secretary general of the league. 


Regarding the composition of the* 
exocutive council the president said 
that Belgium, Brazil, Greece and Spain 
will be represented on the council in 
addition to the five great powers until 
a permanent choice had been made, 
lie moved that the powers name rep­ 
resentatives to form a committee of 
nine to prepare plans to organize tho 
league and establish the seat of tho 
league 


Paul Hymans, chairman of tho Bel­ 
gian delegation, expressed regret that 
Brussels had not been selected as the 
seat of the league. 
However, he did 
not offer an amendment changing the 
seat of the league from Geneva to the 
Belgian capital. 


Baron Makino, of the Japanese dele­ 
gation, who spoke after President Wil­ 
son, regretted the omission of a de­ 
claration of racial equality. 
He felt 
it his duty, he said, to declare the 
poignant regret of the Japanese dele­ 
gation over the failure of the league 
of nations committee to do justice to 
the Japanese demand, which is based 
011 a deep-rooted national conviction. 
He said lie regretted that the presi­ 
dent’s speech had not been translated. 
He then moved the Japanese amend­ 
ment 011 racial equality. 
He said It 
was a race question with the possibili­ 
ty of becoming acute. 
The equality 
of nations, he asserted, should be a 
fundamental principle of the league. 


Leon 
Bourgeois, 
former 
premier, 
spoke for France. 
He said that the 
French amendments to the league in­ 
cluding a demand for a national army 
and police force and the limitation and 
verification of armaments of all na­ 
tions had not been adopted. 


France, however, will sign the pact, 
M. Bourgeois declared. 


Chairman Acevedo, of the Urugua­ 
yan delegation, said he saw in the 
league a great aid to the realization of 
Latin-American industrial 
and 
com­ 
mercial prosperity. 


The South American representatives 
expressed approval at great length be­ 
fore the covenant was adopted. 
Dur­ 
ing this part of the afternoon a dis­ 
tinct restlessness was noticeable, Pres­ 
ident Wdson walking over to a friend, 
and Premier Lloyd George disappear­ 
ing from the room. 


The Japanese and French amend­ 
ments were withdrawn, and it is un­ 
derstood that they have been left for 
decision by the league of nations It­ 
self. 


M„ Plemenceau announced the with­ 
drawal of the amendments, and Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s proposal that the cove­ 
nant of the league of nations be adopt­ 
ed was carried. 


When the decision was taken, Presi­ 
dent Wilson was surrounded by dele­ 
gates and friends who congratulated 
him on tho constitution of% the league, 
which he had steered past many quick­ 
sands.

officers were imitecl and went. Dur- 
ing an Intermission a German woman 
of consequence came o\er to the table 
where the Frenchmen were seated anfl, 
raising her glass, said: 


'"To France.'

French 
officers, somewhat 


taken aback, replied • 


" 'We are sorr> niadame, but we can- 


not rise to that toast, for It is impos- 
sible for us to reciprocate.' 


"The German woman left the table 


confused, but presently returned and 
again lifted her glass, saying: 


" 'Then may 1 not offer a toast to 


Paris, most beautiful 
city in the 


world?' 


"The French officers drained their 


glasses. 


"But how* contemptible is such ser- 


vility! But it nlwajs goes with bru- 
tality," the Frenchman said. 


Another case of (lie effort of the 


German now to be a "good fellow" is 
shown by an incident happening to a 
doughboj in the occupied territory. 
Americans in the arm> of occupation i 
are forbidden to fraternize with the 


Gerrnans. 
One day., however, one of 


the men lost his way and inquired of a 
German the direction to his objective. 
The German told him. But during the 
conversation an American officer, see- 
ing the discussion, came up and placed 
the doughboy under arrest for frat- 
ernizing. Before the doughboy could 
explain the German rushed up and, 
addressing the officer, said : 


"He was not fraternizing with me, 


sir—he had lost his way and merely 
asked me how to get back and I told 
him." 


The effect of the move on the dough- 


boy is obvious.

Hence the French on the 
one hand demand the utter destruc- 
tion of Germany and on the other band 
demand Germany pay gigantic indem- 
nities.

ronspicuous bravery in action near St. 
Tuvirn, France, October 15, 
1918. 


Sergt. O'Connor volunteered and went 
!rom hi;, division headquarters to one 
)f the regiments in line to obtain much 
needed information and to arrange for 
liaison. 
He covered the distance Of 


six kilometers through shell fire three 
times before the unit was found; and, 
while returning with the information, 
was seriously wounded by a shell 
which mortally wounded two com- 
panions. He gave water and first aid 
to the two men and dragged himself 
flown the road until he met a soldier 
tvhom he sent for an ambulance. After 
reaching the hospital and having his 
wounds dressed, he left the hospital 
without the knowledge of the attend- 
ints and delivered the information to 
ils division headquarters in person.

they may be destroyed by disking 
thoroughly during the w'nter months.

Variation of Yields Found at Different 


Western 
Stations 
With 
Wheat, 
Oats and Barley—Results of 
Experiments.

The Importance of selecting a crop 
variety that is suited to the section in 
which it is grown is indicated In a num­ 
ber of varietal experiments conducted 
at various field stations last year. 
Iu 
co-operative experiments at the Dick 
Inson substation, North Dakota, a num* 
ber of varieties of common wheat 
grown under similar conditions pro­ 
duced yields which varied from 19.4 
bushels an acre to 11.3 bushels. 
The 
variations in yields of varieties of 
durum wheat were from 2U.2 bushels 
an acre to 13.2 bushels. 
A wide vari­ 
ation was obtained In similar experi­ 
ments with oats, the range being from 
49.5 bushels an acre to 19.8 bushels. 
Barley 
showed 
a 
variation 
which 
ranged from 23.0 bushels an acre to 
9.7 bushels. 


At the Cheyenne field station in 
Wyoming varietal experiments with 
winter wheat gave yields which ranged 
from an average of 35.5 bushels an acre 
to 28.4 bushels; with spring wheat, 
41.2 bushels to 15.5 bushels; with oats, 
79.6 bushels to 37.8 bushels; with bar­ 
ley, 73.1 bushels to 41.4 bushels. 


At the Nephi substation, in Utah, 
co-operative results with varieties of 
winter wheat showed a variation rang­ 
ing from 23.3 bushels an acre to 2.2 
bushels, and with spring wheat fi*oin 
15.7 bushels to 0.3 bushels. 


Similar experiments conducted in 
California with wheat showed a vari­ 
ation in yield ranging from 50 bushels 
an acre to 12.5 bushels. 
In a series of 
year* the average yields of varieties 
usually do not vary so widely as these

Former Emperor to Be Arraigned Be- 


fore Court of Five Great Power* 


For Offenses "Against International 
Morality." 


Trial of the former German emper- 


or far "a supreme offense against In- 
ternational morality and the sanctity 
of treaties" has been deterrained upon 
by the allied and associated powers. 


Holland will be requested to sur- 


render the royal refugee for arraign- 
ment before a court composed of live 
judges named 'by the United States. 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 


The state department made public 


proposed articles for insertion in the 
peace treaty, to be considered by the 
peace conference in plenary session, 
providing for the trial of William 11, 
of Hohen/.ollern, anil requiring Ger- 
many to deliver all persons wilhin its 
borders charged 
with "having exer- 


cised acts in violation of the laws and 
custom1; of war," for arraignment be- 
fore military tribunals of the allied 
and associated powers, whose nation- 
als suffered through such offenses. 


Thus the peace conference commis- 


sion on responsibility for the war has 
solved its most weighty problem. The 
state department's announcement of 
Hie solution 
was 
received generally 


with surprise, because it was known 
that Secretary of State Lansing, chair- 
man of (he commission, had steadfast- 
ly opposed any attempt to bring the 
former kaiser before an international 
tribunal. 


Mr. Lansing- contended there was no 


law by which such an offender could 
be reached by the conference, and that 
it would bo contrary to the constitu- 
tion of (he United States for the Amer- 
ican delegates to participate in the 
execution of a sort of international ex- 
postfacto law. 


At that time it was proposed to 


charge criminal and military offenses, 
it was suggested that the decision to 
base t-he indictment upon violation of 
international morality and the sanctity 
of treaties was taken to 
meet 
the 


American viewpoint-. 


The announcement issued by the 


slate department follows: 


Following are the proposed articles 


reiranliiig tho penalties, for inxort'on 
in the treaty of peace to be consicli r- 
cd at a plenary session of the confer- 
ence : 


"Article- One—The allies and .a«so- 


cialed powers publicly arraign William 
II, of liohen/ollern, formerly Gorman 
emperor, not for an offense ajra;n«r 
criminal law, but for a supreme of- 
fense against international morality 
and the sanctity of treaties. 


"A special tribunal will be consti- 


tuted to try the accused, thereby as- 
suring him the guarantees essential to 
the rU'ht of defence. 
It will bo com- 


posed of live judges, one appointed by 
each of the following live powers": 
Namely, the United Slates of America, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and .Japan. 


"In its decision the tribunal will be 


guided by the highest motives of in- 
ternational policy with a view to vin- 
dicating the solemn obligations of in- 
ternational undertakings and the va- 
lidity of international morality. 
It 


will be its duly to fn the punishment 
which it considers should be imposed. 


"Tho allied and associated power* 


will address a request to the govern- 
ment of the XiMhe-rlaiuids for (he sur- 
render of the ex-cniporor in order that 
lie may be put on trial. 


''Article '2.—The German govern- 


ment, not having insured the puni.-h- 
ment of the persons accused of hav- 
ing- exercised acts in violation of the 
laws and customs of war, such per- 
sons will be brought before military 
tribunals bj the allied and associated 
powers, and if found guilty sentenced 
lo the punishments laid down bv mili- 
tary law. 


"The Gorman srovornmont shall hand 


over lo the allied and associated pow- 
ers, or to such one of them as shall so 
request, all persons accused of hav- 
ing- committed an act in violation of 
the laws and customs of war, who are 
specified either by name, or by the i 
rank, odice or employment which they 
held under the German authorities. 


"Article 3.—Persons guilty of crimi- 


nal acts against the nationals of one 
of the allied and associated powers 
will he brought before the military tri- 
bunal of that power. 


"Persons 
guilty 
of 
criminal acts 


against tW nationals of more than one 
of the allied and asseialod powers will 
be brouirhl before military tribunals 
composed of members of the military 
tribunals of the powers concerned.

Former Emperor to Be Arraigned Be­ 
fore Court of Five Great Powers 


For Offenses "Against International 
Morality." 


Trial of the former German emper­ 
or far “a supreme offense against in­ 
ternational morality and the sanctity 
of treaties” has been determined upon 
by tho allied and associated powers. 


Holland will be requested to sur­ 
render tho royal refugee for arraign­ 
ment before a court composed of live 
judges named by the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 


The state department made public 
proposed articles for insertion in the 
peace treaty, to be considered by tho 
peace conference in plenary session, 
providing for the trial of William 11, 
of Hohenzollern, and requiring Ger­ 
many to deliver all persons within its 
borders charged 
with 
“having exer­ 
cised acts in violation of the laws and 
customs of war,” for arraignment be­ 
fore military tribunals of the allied 
and associated powers, whose nation­ 
als suffered through such offenses. 


Thus the peace conference commis­ 
sion on responsibility for the war has 
solved its most weighty problem. The 
state department’s announcement of 
the solution 
was 
received generally 
with surprise, because it was known 
that Secretary of State Lansing, chair­ 
man of the commission, had steadfast­ 
ly opposed any attempt to bring the 
former kaiser before an international 
tribunal.

Mr. Lansing contended there was no 
law by which such an offender could 
be reached by the conference, and that 
it would bo contrary to the constitu­ 
tion of the United States for the Amer­ 
ican delegates to participate in the 
execution of a sort of international ex- 
postfacto law. 


At that time it was proposed to 
charge criminal and military offenses, 
it was suggested that the decision to 
base Uie indictment upon violation of 
international morality and the sanctity 
of treaties was taken 
to 
meet 
the 
American viewpoint 
The announcement issued by the 
state department follows: 


Following are the proposed articles 
regarding the penalties, for insertion 
in the treaty of peace to bo consider­ 
ed at a plenary session of the confer­ 
ence: 


“Article One—The allies and .asso­ 
ciated powers publicly arraign William 
II, of Hohenzollern, formerly German 
emperor, not for an offense against 
criminal law, but for a supreme of­ 
fense against international morality 
and the sanctity of treaties. 


“A special tribunal will be consti­ 
tuted to try the accused, thereby.as­ 
suring him the guarantees essential to 
the right of defense. 
It will be com­ 
posed of live judges, one appointed by 
each of the following five powers: 
Namely, the United Slates of America, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 


“In its decision the tribunal will be 
guided by the highest motives of in­ 
ternational policy with a view to vin­ 
dicating tho solemn obligations of ’in­ 
ternational undertakings and the va­ 
lidity of international morality. 
It 
will be its duty to fit the punishment 
which it considers should be imposed. 


“The allied and associated powers 
will address a request to the govern­ 
ment of the Netherlanads for the sur­ 
render of the ex-emperor in order that 
he may be pul on trial. 


“Article 
2.—The German 
govern­ 
ment, not having insured the punish­ 
ment of the persons accused of hav­ 
ing exercised acts in violation of the 
laws and customs of war, such per­ 
sons will be brought before military 
tribunals by the allied and associated, 
powers, and If found guilty sentenced 
to the punishments laid down by mili­ 
tary law. 


“The German government shall hand 
over to the allied and associated pow­ 
ers, or to such one of them as shall so 
request, all persons accused of hav­ 
ing committed an act in violation of 
the laws and customs of war, who are

Meanwhile their oldest son, George, 
who was eating dinner with his broth- 
ers and sisters at the Beck residence 
near the Catholic church in Buchanan 
Valley, looked throuh the window and 
saw sparks rising from the roof of 
the barn. With only the assistance of 
his brothers and sisters it was impos- 
sible for him to save the structure, 
althouh all labored hard to extinguish 
the flames which had evidently caught 
from a nearby forest fire. After the 
bjy-n fire rose to a great height the 
sparks landed on a house used for 
storage purposes and it, as well as 
the barn, was burned to the ground. 
Fortunately the house occupied by 
the Beck family still stands. Misfor- 
tune for the Becks does not end with 
the death of their son and loss of two 
buildings. Mrs. Francis Beck, wife of 
the dead man. and her two dauhters, 
Genevieve and Pauline all lie critical- 
ly ill with influenza at their residence 
in Gettysburg.

MILLER TO SERVE 27 YEARS 


IN PEN; MOORE IS GIVEN 1?. 


John Miller, 22 years old, cliarged 
with the shooting of* Abner S. Mills, 
the Gettysburg grocer on the night of 
February 22, pleaded guilty Monday 
afternoon before the Adams» county 
court and was senteuced to serve a 
term of not less than 27 nor more 
than’ 33 years in the Eastern Peniten­ 
tiary. 
Fred Moore, 19 years old, Mil­ 
ler's accomplice, also pleaded guilty 
and was given not less than 17 nor 
more than 20 years sentence. 
Six 
charges W’ere brought aainst Miller 
and three against Moore. 
Neither Mil­ 
ler or Moore were represented by at­ 
torneys. 
Both pleaded their own cas­ 
es and told the judge that if lienency 
was shown they would never appear 
before ^tlie court again. 
In the case 
of Miller the judge pointed out that 
such a plea was made by him before 
and that Miller disregarded it. 
In the 
case of Moore, the judge stated that 
the plea had made some difference, 
but that the crime was too serious to 
be left go unpunished. Miller claim­ 
ed intoxication was back of the shoot­ 
ing. 
Neither of the prisoners showed 
any emotion when sentence was pro­ 
nounced. 
Raymond McConley, charg­ 
ed with furnishing the saw with which 
Miller cut his way to freedom plead­ 
ed gulty and will be sent to Glen Mills.

LOCATE BULLET IN MILLS’ BRAIN 
Nine X-ray pictures were taken of 
Abner S. Mills of Gettysburg, Tues­ 
day, and the bullet alleged to have 
been fired thru his temple by John 
Miller on the night of February 22ndr 
is in the posterior portion of the left 
hemisphere of the brain. 
On Tuesday 
Abner Mills, accompanied by two Get­ 
tysburg physicians, went to the Car­ 
lisle hospital where X-ray pictures 
were taken to determine the lodg­ 
ing place of the bullet. 
Its location 
is somewhat of a surprise as i^ was 
not thouht probable that the bullet 
could enter his left temple and go 
clear to the back of his head, but the 
X-ray pictures have revealed that to 
have been its course. As the bullet 
rests in Mr. Mills’ brain it may, of 
course, cause serious results, but in 
time alone, will determine the degree 
of seriousness. 
Mr. Mills, however,' 
does not intend to undergo any opera-, 
tion unless it is absolutely necessary. 
As far as outward appearances go, 
Mr. Mills is apparently in good health. 
His memory cords have been affected 
by th* straih of the bullet resting 
against them and he cannot recall ma­ 
ny things. 
He is able to writebut un­ 
able to read what he has written.

TRASSBURG, from the remotest 
times, has revealed a love of 
liberty and independence which, 
it must be said, frequently be- 


wildered and even disconcerted dts 
A'ould-be oppressor. Through its nu- 
nerous vicissitudes it has retained a 
personality which nothing ever suc- 
:eeded in destroying. Little is known 
>f the city during the Celtic period. 
When the Romans invaded Gaul, they 
iiscovered on the banks of the 111, and 
lulte near the Rhine, a small village, 
he strategical importance of which 
•hey immediately recognized. Perched 
in a relatively high hill, Argentotarum, 
is the Romans named this hamlet, 
3ominated the whole of the fertile 
plain of Alsuce and the river valley. 
They therefore fortified it and estab- 
lished there the general headquarters 
Df the legions who were especially 
intrusted with the defense of the pas- 
sage of the Rhine. For more th:m 
three centuries this region remained 
under Roman domination, after which 
(apse of time it was conquered by a 
powerful Germanic tribe, the Alamans. 


For several centuries, 
Strassburg 


rvns subjected to the continual vicissi- 
tudes of warefare, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. The Franks suc- 
ceeded the Alamans and after the bat- 
tle of Tolbiac in 498, Strassburg and 
the greater part of Alsace were Chris- 
tianized by Clovis. 


Under the Merovingian dynasty, 


Strassburg wns elevated to the dig- 
nity of a royal city. The Carlovingian 
tnonarchs even signed several of their 
celebrated charters there. However, 
the city itself vegetated; lack of se- 
curity hindered its development, and 
when, in 925, Alsace was Incorporated 
in the German empire, Strassburg 
was still a relatively unimportant 
town. It had possessed a bishopric 
for several centuries, and so long as 
Its development had remained sta- 
-.ionary, had submitted unprotestingly 
to the dominion of the clergy. How- 
ever, as its commerce developed and 
its 
industries 
gradually 
evolved, 


Strassburg rebelled, first timidly, then 
openly and successfully, against the 
clerical yoke. 


Building the Great Cathedral. 


The real prosperity of Strassburg 


Jates from the thirteenth century, 
svlien it already numbered 50,000 in- 
aabitants. The bishops vainly strove 
:o regain their former supremacy by 
force of arms, but Strassburg de- 
fended itself with much energy and 
it last enjoyed a period of relative 
peace, during which all classes lived 
In harmony. 


This period coincides with a great 


development in the fine arts. It was 
then that Gotfried of Strassburg, the 
first Alsatian poet of the middle ages, 
was scribe In his native town, and 
Erwin of Steinbach, artist and archi- 
:ect, undertook to build the cathedral 
on the sit * of the former basilica, 
erected about 670 A. D. on a spot 
.vhere once stood a temple dedicated 
:o Hercules. 


The original plan of Master Erwin 


ias not been faithfully followed, and 
t must be admitted that the edifice 
ins lost nothing through this, but has 
rather gained considerably. He had 
Conceived of a facado two stories In 
aeight, dominated by two towers of 
sqaal height. It was, however, many 
years later that the cathedral was 
completed, and the two towers were 
welded together at the height of the 
first story, the left tower alone being 
finished, Its delicate openwork spire— 
a marvel of sculpture—rising 142 me- 
tera t^ove the earth. The threefold 
portal, giving access to the three 
Gothic nnvts, Is decorated by a multi- 
tude of remnrJ'able sculptures. 


The great to-ver was finished In 


U39, under tjbo direction of John 


Holtz. Many were the artists who 
lovingly decorated "this unique stone 
jewel. The baptistery was the work 
of John Detginger; the pulpit that of 
Hans 
Hammerer, 
and innumerable 


humble artisans lovingly and piously 
decorated and embellished it. Their 
anonymous tribute is touchingly re- 
vealed in the slightest details of the 
gigantic and splendid masterpiece. 


The Astronomical Clock. 


The great clock of ttie cathedral has 


been for nearly six centuries an object 
of public curiosity and amusement. 
This astronomical clock was 
first 


built by Bishop Bercthold of Birch- 
egg In 1332, and 
was 
completed 


two years later by Bishop John of 
LIchtenberg. The clock originally oc- 
cupied the spare facing that which it 
occupies at present in the southern 
transept. 
Besides 
various 
astro- 


inomical devices Indicating the true 
solar time, it has a great planetarium 
in which the revolution of the planets 
is represented, so that the relative 
position of each at any time can be 
seen at a glance. Then, on an ele- 
vated platform, are moving figures 
representing the four ages of man. 


On a still higher platform is a nat- 


ural-sized figure of Jesus, and at noon 
the twelve apostles pass before the 
feet of their master, bowing low. As 
Peter passes, a large and jnarvel-j 
ously lifelike cock flaps h!s wings, 
ruffles his feathers and crows three 
times very loridly and naturally. The 
clock was definitely completed in 1574, 
to be destroyed during the revolution 
of 1789. But in 1842, a Strassburg 
artist named 
Schwielgue built the 


clock which still exists and is a faith- 
ful copy of the old timepiece. 


Houses of the Renaissance. 


During the Renaissance, Strassburg 


enjoyed a prosperity of which some 
idea can be gained from the numer- 
ous monuments which were erected at 
that period. Many of these still exist, 
especially those old houses which 
abound in the little harrow streets in 
the neighborhood of the 
cathedral, 


where many picturesque old sign- 
boards bear evidence to the past. The 
Boecklln house, which once belonged 
to a noble family of lower Alsace, is 
among the most celobrated of the 
period. The courtyard of this house 
contains a magnificent stone staircase, 
and it also possesses a particularly 
fine Renaissance doorway. The House 
of the Crow, dating from the four- 
teenth century, is famous for its re- 
markable courtyard, and it is said that 
Frederick the Great lodged there in 
1740. The House of the Dragon, re- 
cently demolished, was in the four- 
teenth century the residence of the 
Knights of Endingen, whilst the fa- 
mous Kamerzell house on the Cathe- 
dral place, dating from 14G7, is of 
world-wide renown. Its three stories 
were built at successive periods; but 
coiffed with its high, slanting roof, so 
characteristic of Strassburg, it rather 
'resembles an immense dovecote with 
its many windows. 


During the thirty years' war, Alsace 


fell under the rule of France; Strass- 
burg became French on the 30th of 
September, 1681, whilst the annexa- 
tion was definitely ratified by the 
Peace of Ryswick In 1697. Vauban 
personally directed the construction of 
the citadel in 1682. But his fortifica- 
tions, strong as they were, could not 
resist the Intensely terrific bombard- 
ment to which the Germans subjected 
the old city in August and September, 
1870, and Strassburg wns obliged~to 
capitulate after barely a month's re- 
sistance. During the shelling of the 
city, many of Its finest public edifices, 
which were for the most part of the 
eighteenth century, were destroyed. 
Amongst these figured the magnificent

s now spending $200,000 to build 6 miles 
of road on the section which includes the 
structure, it is not thought by highway 
officials to be «n unreasonable request on 
the county. The petition for th:s bridge 
did not come from the state but from 
nineteen residents of that part of Adams 
county who pointed out among other 
things the greatly increased traffic which 
will follow the building of the road.

To provont the spread of a serious 


wheat disease that recently has done 
much damage in certain parts of the 
United States, especially Virginia, the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture advises farmers in Virginia, \\ est 
Virginia, Maryland and California to 
maintain a careful watch for eelworm 
galls in their grain and to make all 
| possible efforts to stamp out the dis- 
1 ease. 


The disease may be recognized in 
the threshed grain by the presence of 
hard, dark-colored galls about one- 
half the size of a wheat kernel. Tin se 
I galls contain the very small eelworms. 
It is best to get seed from uninfected 
fields. 
Where this cannot be done, a 
salt-water method is recommended for 
removing the eelworm galls from the 
sound grain to be sown. 


The eelworm has done the most dam­ 
age in Virginia, causing as much as a 
40 per cent loss in some fields this 
year. 
It occurs in minor degree in 
West Virginia, Maryland and Cali­ 
fornia, these being the only states 
where 
its 
positive 
appearance 
is 
known, but it is feared that the trou­ 
ble occurs in other states and possibly 
may have been overlooked or mistaken 
for bunt, cockle seed or bin-burnt 
wheat. 


Samples of wheat or grain thought 
to be affected with this disease should 
be sent for positive identification to 
the state agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion or to the ofiice of cereal investiga­ 
tions, United States department of ag­ 
riculture, Washington, D. C. 


The disease is not native to the Unit­ 
ed States and it can be controlled by 
careful precautions. 


How to Clean Diseased Seed. 


If disease-free seed cannot be ob­ 
tained,* the 
“salt-brine” 
method 
is 
recommended for separating tho in­ 
fected kernels, or galls, from the good 
wheat kernels. A 120 per cent salt so­ 
lution should be made by dissolving 40 
pounds of common salt in 25 gallons 
of water. 
The diseased seed should 
be poured slowly into this solution, 
which meanwhile is stirred vigorously. 
The sound wheat kernels will sink, 
while the galls, light kernels, and trash 
will float. 
The galls and other float-

ing material may be skimmed off, after 
which the salt solution, which may be 
used repeatedly, should be drained 
away and the grain rinsed in water im­ 
mediately. After the grain is dried by 
spreading it on a floor or canvas and 
stirring occasionally it is ready for 
planting. 


The diseased galls should never be 
thrown on the ground or otherwise dis­ 
posed of until they have been plunged 
for a few minutes into boiling water 
to kill the eelworms. After being given 
this boiling process they may be fed 
to chickens. 


Signs of Infection. 


The disease is usually indicated by 
its effect on wheat heads in the fields, 
although it may occur to some extent 
on all parts of the plant above the 
ground. 
Diseased 
heads 
ordinarily 
stay green longer—that is, ripen later 
—and are 
commonly smaller than 
those not affected, while the chaff or 
glumes may be spread open a little by 
the black eelworm balls. These galls 
come in the wheat heads in place of 
good kernels. 
They are dark and 
hard, and somewhat shorter and thick­ 
er than wheat grains. Often these can 
be seen plainly in the affected heads 
between the spreading glumes, 
Eelworm's Life Cycle* 


Within the wheat galls are thou­ 
sands of very small living but motion­ 
less "baby nematodes,” called larvae. 
These, when placed in water, can be 
barely seen as short, threadlike fibers, 
whiffh soon begin active movement. 
In the spring the young eelworms es­ 
cape into the soil from galls which 
have fallen to the ground or which 
were sown with the wheat seed. With 
an eel-like movement they reach the 
young seedlings, finally become located 
between the leaf sheaths near the 
buds, and as the plant grows are grad­ 
ually carried up to the heads. 
There 
they enter the young flowers and pro­ 
duce the galls, where they grow to 
maturity and lay eggs which develop 
into larvae. Thus the life cycle is com­ 
pleted. 
At maturity of the plant the 
larvae in the gaJls become dried and 
motionless, and can remain in that 
CouditioQ alive for many years. 


BORER IS ENEMY, OF 
FUTURE CORN CROPS 


Growers Urged to Watch for De­ 
structive Insect. 


If Pest Should Escape to Corn Belt It 
Undoubtedly Will 
Become Most 
Destructive l£ncmy— Insect 
Found in Stalk.

Future corn crops of the United 
States will be exposed to the European 
corn borer, the most destructive enemy 
of m-iize which has ever invaded this 
country, unless growers co-operate ac­ 
tively with federal and state authori­ 
ties in stamping out the pest. The In­ 
itial outbreak of the borer was discov­ 
ered in Massachusetts, near Boston, 
and at present the territory in which it 
appears is confined to eastern Massa­ 
chusetts. 
If this pest should escape to 
the corn belt, it undoubtedly will be­ 
come the most destructive enemy of 
corn which has ever occurred in tho 


Work of European Corn Borer. 


United States, because its cap ibilities 
of inflicting injury to the crop are al­ 
most limitless. 
State and federal au­ 
thorities are striving to destroy the in­ 
sect, and to control and coniine it with­ 
in the present infested area. 


Corn growers and other interested 
persons are requested to co-operate 
with these authorities by carefully ex­ 
amining cornfields, stalks of corn, and 
dried vegetation in such fields, to de­ 
termine whether the insect is present. 
Stalks and stems should be split open 
from end to end and if a slender, dirty 
white or pinkish, naked caterpillar is 
discovered therein, the examiner should 
communicate with the State Entomolo­ 
gist, State Experiment Station, Stafe 
Hoard of Agriculture, or the Bureau of 
Entomology, United States Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, I). C. 


The parent of the European corn 
borer is a yellowish moth measuring 
about one inch across the expanded 
wings. 
It lays its eggs upon the corn 
leave» or leaves of grasses or weeds 
in or near the cornfields. 
These eggs 
soon hatch and young caterpillars ap­ 
pear and begin feeding on near-by 
leaves. 
Later they crawl to the un­ 
folding heads of the corn and begin 
their work of destruction. 
They fre­ 
quently bore into the tassel stem, de­ 
vouring its internal portions to such 
an extent that ^Wie tassel will fall off. 
This phase of injury is readily seen 
and is usually the first indication of 
the presence of this borer. 
When tho 
caterpillars become larger they attack 
the main stalks at the base of the 
leaves and it is not unusual to find 
more than 25 insects attacking a single 
stalk of corn. 
After the ears have 
formed they are promptly attacked and 
very seriously injured. 


The caterpillar is almost naked, slen­ 
der, pinkish or dirty white in color, and 
about three-fourths of an inch in length. 
Almost invariably it is to be found 
within the stalk or other portions of 
the plant, as its instinct causes the 
caterpillar to hide away within the 
plant upon which it may be feeding. 
When the caterpillars mature they pu­ 
pate within the stalks, and about Au­ 
gust 1, in the neighborhood of Boston, 
a new brood of moths emerges to lay 
their eggs upon the corn, and thus con­ 
tinue the work of destruction. 
The 
caterpillars resulting from this sum­ 
mer brood of moths live throughout 
the winter, hidden within the dead and 
dried stalks of corn, stems of grass, 
weeds and green garden vegetables, 
where even the coldest weather does 
not injure them in the least. 
How­ 
ever, at this time, they may easily be 
destroyed by burning such vegetation 
while it is dry and in good condition 
to Jgnite readily. 
It is more impor­ 
tant that all grasses and large weeds 
which have grown in and near corn­ 
fields be burned, because these may 
harbor thousands of caterpillars. De­ 
struction of the insects by burning, as 
described above, is the only satisfac­ 
tory means of destroying the pest 
which has yet been discovered. 
All ef­ 
forts to poison the insects have prov­ 
en both expensive and unavailing,

"A number of writers," 


says Mr. Black, "who seem to epeak as 
those having authority have stated recent- 
ly, in effect, that the periodical cicada do 
not greatly damage the orchards. 
The 


chief objection to this statement is that 
it is not true—at least it is not in accord 
•with the experience of Attorns county or- 
chard men. "In 1902 many orchards 
looked as if fire had gone through them. 
An orchard of the writer was so much in- 
jured that in a few years it had to be 'de- 
horned.' 
Many other young orchards in 


the same locality met the same fate, while 
others, at great expense saved their trees 
by covering with mosquito netting.

Japan in the War.

In 1011 it was 
again modified by the agreement that 
Great Britain should not be bound to 
aid Japan against any power with 
whom she had a treaty of arbitration 
—thus excluding the United States as 
a possible enemy. 
The alliance has 
been extended to 1021. 


TRASSBURG, from the remotest 
times, has revealed a love of 
liberty and independence which, 
it must be said, frequently be­ 
wildered and even disconcerted dts 
A^ould-be oppressor. Through its nu* 
nerous vicissitudes it has retained a 
personality which nothing ever suc­ 
ceeded in destroying. Little is known 
)f the city during the Celtic period. 
When the Romans invaded Gaul, they 
liscovered on the banks of the 111, and 
luite near the Rhine, a small village, 
:he strategical importance of which 
'hey immediately recognized. Perched 
)n a relatively high hill, Argentotarum, 
is the Romans named this hamlet, 
Jominated the whole of the fertile 
plain of Alsace and the river valley. 
They therefore fortified it and estab­ 
lished there the general headquarters 
Df the legions who were especially

For more than 
three centuries this region remained 
under Roman domination, after which 
(apse of time it was conquered by a 
powerful Germanic tribe, the Alamans. 


For several centuries, Strassburg 
was subjected to the continual vicissi­ 
tudes of warefare, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. 
The Franks suc­ 
ceeded the Alamans and after the bat­ 
tle of Tolbiac in 408, Strassburg and 
the greater part of Alsace were Chris­ 
tianized by Clovis. 


Under 
the 
Merovingian 
dynasty, 
Strassburg was elevated to the dig­ 
nity of a royal city. The Carlovingian 
oionarchs even signed several of their 
celebrated charters there. 
However, 
the city itself* vegetated; lack of se­ 
curity hindered its development, and 
when, in 025, Alsace was Incorporated 
in the German empire, Strassburg 
was still a relatively unimportant 
town. 
It had possessed a bishopric 
Cor several centuries, and so long as 
Its development had remained 'stia- 
:ionary, had submitted unprotestingly 
to the dominion of the clergy. How­ 
ever, as Its commerce developed and 
its 
industries 
gradually 
evolved, 
Strassburg rebelled, first timidly, then 
>penly and successfully, against the 
clerical yoke. 


Building the Great Cathedral. 


The real prosperity of Strassburg 
3ates from the thirteenth century, 
when it already numbered 50,000 in- 
flabitants, The bishops vainly strove 
;o regain their former supremacy by 
force of arms, but Strassburg de­ 
fended Itself with much energy and 
it last enjoyed a period of relative 
peace, during which ail classes lived 
In harmony. 


This period coincides with a great 
'Jevelopment in the fine arts. It was 
then that Gotfried of Strassburg, the 
first Alsatian poet of the middle ages, 
was scribe in his native town, and 
Ur win of Stelnbach, artist and archi­ 
tect, undertook to build the cathedral 
on the sit > of the former basilica, 
erected about 070 A. Df on a spot 
where once stood a temple dedicated 
:o Hercules. 


The original plan of Master Erwin 
¿as not been faithfully followed, and 
t must bo admitted that the edifice 
aas lost nothing through this, but has 
father gained considerably, He had 
conceived of a facado two stories in 
aelght, dominated by two towers of 
equal height. It was, however, many 
years later that the cathedral was 
completed, and the two towers were 
welded together at the height of the 
first story, the left tower alone being 
finished, its delicate openwork spire— 
a ¿Marvel of sculpture—rising 142 me­ 
ters tfJiove the earth. The threefold 
portal, giving access to the three 
Gothic naves, is decorated by a multi­ 
tude of remarkable sculptures. 


The great tower was finished In 
1430, under 
direction of John 


1 IToltz. 
Many were the artists who 
lovingly decorated *this unique stone 
Jewel. The baptistery was the work 
of John Detginger; the pulpit that of 
Hans Hammerer, 
and 
innumerable 
humble artisans lovingly and piously 
decorated and embellished it. Their 
anonymous tribute is touchingly re­ 
vealed in the slightest details of the 
gigantic and splendid masterpiece. 


The Astronomical Clock. 


The great clock of 14ie cathedral has 
been for nearly six centuries an object 
of public curiosity and amusement. 
This 
astronomical 
clock 
was 
first 
built by Bishop Bercthold of Birch- 
egg 
in 
1352, 
and was 
completed 
two years later by Bishop John of 
Lichtenberg. The clock originally oc­ 
cupied the space facing that which it 
occupies at present in the southern 
transept. 
Besides 
various 
astro- 
gnomical devices Indicating the true 
solar time,-it has a groat planetarium 
in which the revolution of the planets 
is represented, so that the relative 
position of each at any time can be 
seen at a glance. Then, on an ele­ 
vated platform, are moving figures 
representing the four ages of man. 


On a still higher platform is a nat­ 
ural-sized figure of Jesus, and at noon 
the twelve apostles pass before the 
feet of their master, bowing low. As 
Peter ^passes, a large and jnarvel-j 
ously lifelike cock flaps his wings, 
ruffles his feathers and crows three 
times very loudly and naturally. The 
clock was definitely completed in 1574, 
to be destroyed during the revolution 
of 1780. But in 1842, a Strassburg 
artist named Schwielgue built the 
clock which still exists and is a faith­ 
ful copy of the old timepiece. 


Houses of the Renaissance. 


During the Renaissance, Strassburg 
enjoyed a prosperity of which some 
idea can be gained from the numer­ 
ous monuments which were erected at 
that period. Many of these still exist, 
especially those old houses which 
abound in the little harrow streets in 
tiie neighborhood of the cathedral, 
where many picturesque 
old sign­ 
boards bear evidence to the past. The 
Boecklin house, which once belonged 
to a noble family of lower Alsace, is 
among the most celobrated of the 
period. 
The courtyard of this house 
contains a magnificent stone staircase, 
and it also possesses a particularly 
fine Renaissance doorway. The House 
of the Crow, dating from the four­ 
teenth century, is famous for its re­ 
markable courtyard, and it is said that 
Frederick the Great lodged there in 
1740. The House of the Dragon, re­ 
cently demolished, was in the four* 
teenth century the residence of the 
Knights of Endingen, whilst the fa­ 
mous Kamerzell house on the Cathe­ 
dral place, dating from 14G7, is of 
world-wide renown. Its three stories 
were built at successive periods; but 
coilYed with its high, slanting roof, so 
characteristic of Strassburg, it rather 
Vesembles an immense dovecote with 
its many windows. 


During the thirty years’ war, Alsace 
fell under the rule of France; Strass­ 
burg became French on the 30th of 
September, 1681, whilst the annexa­ 
tion was definitely ratified hy the 
Peace of Ryswick in 1007. Yauban 
personally directed the construction of 
the citadel in 1682. But his fortifica* 
tions, strong as they were, could not 
resist the intensely terrific bombard­ 
ment to which the Germans subjected 
the old city In August and September, 
1670, and Strassburg was obliged-to 
capitulate after barely a month’s re­ 
sistance. During the shelling of the 
city, many of its finest publje edifices, 
which were for the most part of the 
eighteenth century, were destroyed. 
Amongst these figured the magnificent 
librnjry,

mid chopped whites to one and one- 
half cupfuls of white sauce, and turn 
on a hot serving dish.

Macaroni 'With Eggs.—Break into 


Inch lengths one cupful of macaroni 
Put to cook in boilinjr salted water; 
when full and tender, drain and put 
n layer into a butteivd baking dish, 
cover with half a cupful of good white 
sauce, t'.vo sliced hard-cooked eggs, a 
teaspoonful of scraped onion, then re- 
peat, using the rest of the macaroni 
and two more eggs with another half 
cupful of white sauce. A half cupful 
of cheese may be added for flavor, and 
It will also add to The food value of 
the dish. 


Boiled Fish With Egg Sauce—Steam

County Must Help Good Roads. 


State Highway Commissioner Sadlei, 
pointing to the manuer in which Adams 
rounty has been favored with state roads, 
haa indicated that the county will be ex*, 
pected to do its full share in working out 
the highway problem during the next 
few years. 
Numerous bridges, it is un­ 
derstood, will have to be rebuilt on main I 
lines and the county fuuds will be called 
upon to pay for many of them. Borrow-

iug, when such moneys aro not on hand» kO 
is urged. 
The first bridge which the M 
commissioners aro asked to build would 
replace a wooden structure on the Harris­ 
burg road'three miles north of Uettye* | 
burg. 
State engineers estimated that a 
concrete structure at this place would i s 
cost the county $16,000 but, as the state I 
is now spending $200,000 to build 6 miles gv 
of road on the section which includes t h e ) 
structure, it is not thought by highway 
officials to be an unreasonable request on 
the county. 
The petition for this bridge 
did not come from the state but from 
nineteen residents of that part of Adams 
county who pointed out among other 
things the greatly increased tratlic which 
will follow the building of the road.

Jude McPherson sustained the conten- 
tion of the plaintiff that the aflldavits 
were insufficient and allowed judgment 
to be revived, but stated in his opinion 
that pending the determination of 
proceedings in original judgment in 
York county, these judgments would 
not bo available to the plaintiff for 
purposes of execution.

involved in the last two cases is $12,- 
151.97,with 
interest. 
The 
judgments 
were originally held by other banking 
Institutions than the First 
National 
bank of Gettysburg.

and 
passed 
through

hands of a number of persons before 
they eventually came into the posses- 
sion of the bank which appears as the 
plaintiff.

The importance of selecting a crop 
variety tliat is suited to tlie seciiim in 
which it is grown is indicatetl in a num 
ber of varietal experiments conducted 
at various field stations last yinir. 
lo 
co-operative experiments at the Dicit 
Inson substation. North Dakota, a nunv 
ber of varieties of common 
wiieat 
grown under similar conditions pro- 
duced yields which varied from 19,4 
bushels an acre to 11.3 bushels. 
The 
variations In yields of varieties oi 
durum wheat were from 20.2 bushels 
an acre to 13,2 bu.shels. 
A wide vari- 
ation was obtained in similar experi- 
ments Willi oats, the range being from 
49.5 bushels an acrc to 19.8 bushels. 
Barley 
showed 
a 
variation 
wliich 
ranged from 23.G bushels an acre to 
U.7 bushels. 


At the Cheyenne field station 
in 
Wyoming varietal 
experiments 
witli 
\\'inter wlieat gave yields whlvh ranged 
from an average of 35.5 bushels an acre 
to 28.4 bushels; with spring wheat, 
41.2 bushels to 15.5 bushels; with oats, 
79.6 bushels to 37.8 bushels; with bar- 
ley, 73.1 bushels to 41.4 bushels. 


At tJie Ncphi substation, in Utah, 
co-operative results with varieties of 
winter wheat showed a variation rang- 
ing from 23.3 bushels an acre to 2.2 
bushels, and with spring wheat from 
15.7 bushels to 0.3 bushels.

California with wheat showed a vari- 
ation in yield ranging from 50 bushels 
an acre to 12,5 bushels. 
In a series of 
years the average yields of varieties 
usually do not vary so widely as these 
yields of a single year, but It is gen- 
erally found tliat certain varieties give 
belter average yields than others and 
are therefore more prolUabie.

Trial of the former Gorman emper- 
or far "a supreme offense against in- 
tornational morality and the sanctity 
of troaiios" has been determined upon 
by tho allied and associated powers.

The state department made public 
proposed articles for inseriion In tho 
peace treaty, to be considered by tho 
peace confonMico in plenary session, 
providing for the trial of William 11, 
of HohenzoIIern, and requiring Ger- 
many to deliver all persons within Its 
borders charged 
with 
"having exer- 
cised acts in violation of the laws and 
customs of war," for ari-aignment be- 
fore military tribunals of the allied 
and associated powers, whose nation- 
als siilTorod through such ottenses. 


Thus tho peace conference commis- 
sion on responsibility for tho war has 
solved its most weighty problem. Tho 
state dopartmont's announcoineDt of 
the solution 
was 
received generally 
Avith surprise, because it was known 
that Secretary of State Lansing, chair- 
man of the commission, had .steadfast- 
ly opposed any attempt to bring the 
former kaiser before an International 
tribunal. 


Mr, Lansing eontondod there was no 
law by which such an offender could 
bo reached by tho conference, and that 
it would bo contrary to the constitu- 
tion of (he United States for the Amer- 
ican dologatos to participate in the 
execution of a sort of international ex- 
poslfacto law. 


At that time it was proposed 
to 
charge criminal and military offenses, 
it was suggested that the decision tc 
base t-he indictment upon violation of 
inlernatlonal morality and the sanctity 
of treaties was taken 
to 
meet 
the 
American viewpoint. 


The announcement issued by 
the 
slate department follows: 


Following are Iho proposed articles 
rogarding the ponaliles, for insertion 
in tho treaty of peace to bo consider- 
ed at a plenary session of the cunfer- 
enco: 


"Article One—Tho allies and kIkso- 
cuitod powers publicly arraign William 
II, of Hohonzollorn, formerly Gi^'man 
emperor, not for an oiTonse againsi 
criminal law, but for a supreme of- 
fonse against international 
morality 
and tho sanctity of treaties. 


"A .special tribunal will he consti- 
tuted to try the accused, thereby.as- 
suring him tho guarantoos essential to 
tho right of dofonse. 
It will bo com- 
posed of live judges, one aiipointod by 
oacli of the following five powers' 
Namoly, tho United Slates of America. 
Groat Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 


"In its decision the tribunal will bo 
guidod by tho highost motives of in- 
lernatlonal policy with a view to vin- 
dlcaling tho solonin obligations of -in- 
tornational undertakings and the va- 
lidity of intornatlonal 
morality. 
It 
will be its duty to fit the punishment 
whicli it considers should he Imposed. 


"Tho allied and associated powers 
will address a roquost to the govern- 
mont of the Nothorlanads for the sur- 
rondor of the ex-omi)oror in order that 
ho may be i)ut on trial. 


"Article 
2.—The 
Gorman 
govern- 
mont, not having insured the imnish- 
)nont of the persons accused of hav'- 
Ing exorcisod acts In violaticm of the 
laws and customs of war, such per- 
stms will be brought before miliiary 
tribunals by the allied and associated! 
powers, and If found guilty sontoncod 
to the punishments laid down bv mili- 
tary law.

MILLER TO SERVE 27 YEARS 


IN PEN; JIOORE IS GIVEN 1?. 


John Miller, 22 years old, cliarged 
with the shooting of Abner S. Mills, 
the Gettysburg grocer on the night of 
February 22, pleaded guilty I\Ionday 
afternoon before the Adam^ county 
court and was sentenced to serve a 
term of not less than 27 nor more 
than* 33 years in the Eastern Peniten- 
tiary, 
Fred Moore, 19 years old. Mil- 
ler's accomplice, also pleaded guilty 
and was given not less than 17 nor 
more than 
20 years sentence. 
Six 
charges were brought aainst IVIiller 
and three against ^loore. 
Neither sill- 
ier or Moore were represented by at- 
torneys. 
Both pleaded their own cas- 
es and told the judge tliat if lienency 
was shov.ni they would never appear 
before ,thG court again. 
In the case 
of Miller the judge pointed out that 
such a plea was made by him before 
and that Miller disregarded it. 
In the 
case of Moore, the judge stated that 
the plea had made some difference, 
but that the crime was too serious to 
be left go unpunished. 
IVIiller claim- 
ed intoxication was back of the shoot- 
ing. 
Neither of the prisoners showed 
any emotion when sentence was pro- 
nounced. 
Raymond McConley, charg- 
ed with furnishing the saw with which 
Miller cut his way to freedom plead- 
ed gulty and will bo sent to Glen Mills. 
He is but fourteen years old.

LOCATE BULLET IN MILLS' BRAIN 


Nine X-ray pictures were taken of 
Abner S. Mills of Gettysburg. Tues- 
day, and the bullet alleged to have 
been fired thru his temple by John 
Miller on the night of February 22ndr 
is in the posterior portion of the left 
hemisphere of the brain. 
On Tuesday 
Abner Mills, accompanied by two Get- 
tysburg physicians, went to tlic Car- 
lisle hospital 
where X-ray 
pictures 
were taken 
to determine the 
lodg- 
ing place of the bullet. 
Its location 
is somewhat of a surprise as i*" was 
not thouht probable that the 
bullet 
could enter his left temple and go 
clear to the back of his head, but the 
X-ray pictures have revealed that to 
have been its course. 
As the bullet 
rests in Mr. Mills' brain it may, of 
course, cause serious results, but in 
time alone, will determine the degree 
of seriousness. 
Mr. Mills, 
however/ 
does not intend to undergo any opera-, 
tion unless it is absolutely necessary. 
As far as outward appearances go, 
Mr. Mills is apparently in good health. 
His memory cords have been affected 
by th^ straili of the bullet 
resting 
against them and he cannot recall ma- 
ny things. 
He is able to writebut un- 
able to read what he has written.

Colds Grow Better 


BORER IS ENEMY. OF 
FUTURE CORN CROPS 


Growers Urged to Watch for De- 
structive Insect. 


If Pest Should Escape to Corn Belt It 
Undoubtedly 
Will 
Become 
Most 
Destructive 
l£nemy—Insect 
Found in Stall<. 


(Prepared bv the Vnited States Depart- 
ment of ARrirultunv) 
To provcnit the sproiul of u serious 


whont disease that recently has done 
inueh diuuuiio in certain parts of the 
United States, especially Virpinln, the 
United States department of agrieul- 
tiire advises farmers in Virfrlnia, 
est 
Virginia, Marylnnd and Cnlifornia to 
maintain a careful watch for eehvorni 
galls in their grain and to make all 
possible efforts to stamp out the dis- 
ease. 


The disease may be recognized in 
the threshed grain by the presence of 
hard, 
dark-colored 
galls alxmt one- 
half the size of a wheat kerni^l. Tin se 
galls contain the very small eelwornis. 
It is best to get seed from uninft^^ted 
fields. 
Where this cannot be done, a 
salt-water method is reconnnended for 
removing the e(»lworm galls from the 
sound grain to he sown. 


The eelworm has done the most dam- 
age in Virginia, causing as much as a 
40 per cent loss iu some fields this 
year. 
It occurs in minor degree in 
West 
Virginia, 
Maryland and Cali- 
fornia, these being the only 
states 
where 
its 
positive 
appearance 
is 
known, but it is feared that the trou- 
ble occurs in other states and possibly 
may have been overlooked or mistaken 
for bunt, cockle seed or bin-burnt 
wheat. 


Samples of wheat or grain thought 
to be affected with this disease shcmld 
be sent for positive identificatiim to 
tho state agricultural experiment sta- 
tion or to the ofiice of cereal investiga- 
tions, United States department of ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C, 


The disease is not native to the Unit- 
ed States and it can be controlled by 
careful precautions. 


How to Clean Diseased Seed. 
If disease-freo seed cannot be ob- 
tained,* the "salt-brine" 
method 
is 
recommended for separating tho in- 
fected kernels, or galls, from the good 
wheat kernels. A 20 per cent salt so- 
lution should be made by dissolvhig 40 
pounds of common salt in 25 gallon^^ 
of water. 
The diseased seed should 
be poured slowly into this solution, 
which meanwhile is stirred vigorously. 
The sound wheat kernels will sink, 
v\-hile the galls, light kernels, and trash 
will 
float. The galls and other

Future c^rn croj»s of the United 
States will be exposed to the Kuropean 
corn borer, tho most destructive entMuy 
ef in-ilze whieh ha« evor invadod this 
ctìuntry. unless grow^^rs co-operate ac- 
tivcly wlth federai and state anthori- 
tles in stamping out the pest. The in- 
itial outbreak of tht^ borer was disoov- 
ered in Massachusetts, nenr Boston, 
hnd at present the territory in whieìi it 
appears is confìned to eastern Massa- 
chusetts. If thls pest shouìd i scape to 
the corn belt. it undoubtedly will be- 
come thi» most destructive ¿niemy of 
corn which has ¿ver occurrod in tho 
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Breaking Ground for Wheat. 


Ing material may be skimmed off, after 
which the salt solution, which may be 
used 
repeatedly, should be drained 
away and the grain j;insed in water im- 
mediately, After the grain is dried by 
spreading it on a floor or canvas and 
stirring occasionally it is ready for 
planting. 


The diseased galls should never be 
thrown on the ground or otherwise dis- 
posed of until they have been plunged 
for a fev/ minutes into boiling water 
to kill the eelworms. After being given 
this boiling process they may be fed 
to chickens. 


Signs of Infection. 


The disease is usually indicated by 
its effect on wheat heads in the fields, 
although it may occur to some extent 
on all parts of the plant above the 
ground. 
Diseased 
heads 
ordinarily 
stay green longer—that is. ripen later 
—and are commonly 
smaller 
than 
those not affected, while the chafC or 
glumes may be spread open a little by 
the black eelworm bails. 
These galls 
come in the wheat heads in place of 
good kernels, 
They are dark and 
hard, and somev/hut shorter and thick- 
er than wheat grains. Often these can 
be seen plainly in the affected heads 
between the spreading glumes. 


Eelworm's Life Cyclcp 


Within the wheat galls are thou- 
sands of very small living but motion- 
less "baby nematodes," called larvae. 
These, when placed in water, can be 
barely seen as short, tlireadlike fibers, 
whitfh soon begin active 
movement. 
In the spring the young eelworms es- 
cape into the soil from galls which 
have fallen to the ground or which 
were sown with the wheat seed. 
Witli 
an eel-like movement they reach the 
young seedlings, finally become located 
between the leaf 
sheaths near the 
buds, and as the plant grows are grad- 
ually carried up to the heads. 
There 
they enter the young flowers and pro- 
duce the galls, where they grow to 
maturity and lay eggs M'hich develop 
into larvae. Thus the life cycle is com- 
pleted, 
At maturity of the plant the 
larvae in the gaJls become dried and 
motionless, and can remain in that 
Couditioi;! ftlive for many years. 


Work of European Corn Borer. 


United States, because its caiMbilitiea 
of inilieting injury to the crop a n al- 
most limitless. 
State and federal au- 
thorities are striving to destroy the in- 
sect, nnd to control and confine it with- 
in the present infested area. 


Corn growers and other 
interested 
perstuis are nonnested to 
co-operate 
with those autliorities by carefully ex- 
amining cornfields, stalks of corn, and 
dried vegetation in such fields, to de- 
termine whether the insect is present. 
Stalks and stems slmuld be split open 
from end to end and if a slend(M\ <lirty 
white or pinkish, naked caterpillar Is 
diseovered ther^'in, the examiner should 
connnunicate with the State Entomolo- 
gist, State Experiment Station, Stale 
Hoard of Agriculture, or the Bureau of 
Entomology, United Slates Department 
(»f Agriculture, Washington. D. C. 


The parent of the Europt^an 
corn 
borer is a yellowish moth measuring 
about one inch across tlie expanded 
wings. 
It lays its eggs upon the corn 
leaver or leaves of grasses or weeds 
In or near the cornfields. 
These eggs 
soon hatch and young caterpillars ap- 
pear and begin f(»e(ling on near-by 
leaves. 
Later they crawl to tho un- 
folding heads of tho corn and begin 
their work of destruction. 
They fre- 
quently bore into the tass(»l stem, de- 
vouring its internal portions to such 
an extent that «Wie tassel will fall off. 
This phase of injury is readily seen 
and is usually the first indication of 
the presence of this borer. 
When tho 
caterpillai's become larger they attack 
the main stalks at the base of the 
leaves and it is not unusual to find 
more than 25 insects attacking a single 
stalk of corn. 
After the ears haA'o 
formed they are promptly attacked and 
very seriously injured. 


The caterpillar is almost naked, slen- 
der. pinkish or dirty white in color, and 
about three-fcmrths of an inch in length. 
Almost invariably it is to be found 
within the stalk or other portions of 
the plant, as its instinct causes the 
caterpillar to hide away within the 
plant upon which it may be feeding. 
When the caterpillars mature they pu- 
pate within the stalks, and about Au- 
gust 1, in the neighborhood of Boston, 
a new brood of moths emerges to lay 
their eggs upon the corn, and thus con- 
tinue the work of destruct'ion. The 
caterpillars resulting from this sum- 
mer brood of moths live throughout 
the winter, liidden within the dead and 
dried stalks of corn, stems of grass, 
weeds and green garden 
vegetables, 
where even the coldest weather does 
not Injure them In the least. How- 
ever, at this time, they may easily be 
destroyed by burning such vegetation 
while it is dry and in good condition 
to ignite readily. It is more impor- 
tant that all grasses and large weeds 
which have grown in and near corn- 
fields 
be burned, because these may 
harbor thousands of caterpillars. De- 
struction of the Insects by burning, as 
described above, is tlie only satisfac- 
tory means of destroying the pest 
which has yet been discovered. All ef- 
forts to poison the insects have prov- 
en both expensive and unaviUlIng,

TRASSBURG, from the remotest 
times, has revealed a love of 
liberty and independence which, 
it must be said, frequently be- 
wildered and even disconcerted dts 
A'ould-be oppressor. 
Through its nu" 
nerous vicissitudes It has retained a 
personality which nothing ever suc- 
ceeded in destroying. Little is known 
)f the city during the Celtic period. 
When the Romans Invaded Gaul, they 
ilscovered on the banks of the 111, and 
lulte near the Rhine, a small village, 
:he strategical importance of which 
Uiey Immediately recognized. Perched 
)n a relatively high hill, Arg'entotarum, 
is the Romans named this 
hamlet. 
Jomlnated the whole of the fertile 
plain of Alsace and the river valley, 
rhpy therefore fortified it and estab- 
lished there the general headquarters 
Df the legions who were 
especially 
intrusted with the defense of the pas- 
sage of the Rhine. 
For more 
than 
three centuries this region remained 
under Roman domination, after wlilch 
(apse of time it was conquered by a 
powerful Germanic tribe, the Alamans. 


For 
several 
centuries, 
Strassburg 
^'as subjected to the continual vicissi- 
tudes of warefare, says the Christian 
Science 
Monitor. T h e Franks suc- 
ceeded the Alamans and after the bat- 
tle of Tolbiac in 498, Strassburg and 
the greater part of Alsace were Chris- 
tianized by Clovis. 


Under the Merovingian 
dynasty, 
Strassburg was elevated to the dig- 
aity of a royal city. The Carlovinglan 
nionarchs even signed several of their 
celebrated charters there. 
However, 
the city itself- vegetated; lack of se- 
curity hindered its development, and 
(vhen, in 925, Alsace was incorporated 
In t h e German 
empire, 
Strassburg 
was 
still a relatively 
unimportant 
town. It had possessed a bishopric 
for several centuries, and so long as 
Its development had remained 
stia- 
;ionary, had submitted unprotestingly 
to the dominion of the clergy. 
How- 
ever, a s its commovce 
developed and 
Its 
Industries 
gradually 
evolved, 
Strassburg rebelled, first timidly, then 
)penly and successfully, against t h e 
slerlcal yoke. 


Building the Great Cathedral. 


The real prosperity of Strassburg 
3ates 
from the thirteenth 
century, 
ivhen it already numbered 50,000 in- 
aabitants, The bishops vainly strove 
;o regain their former supremacy by 
force of arms, but Strassburg de- 
fended Itself with much energy and 
It last enjoyed a period of relative 
peace, during which all classes lived 
In harmony. 


This period coincides with a great 
aevelopment in the flno arts. It was 
then that Gotfried of Strassburg, the 
first Alsatian poet of the middle ages, 
was scribe in his native town, and 
lirwin of Steinbach, artist and archi- 
tect, undertook to build the cathedral 
on the sll > of the former 
basilica, 
erected abqut 070 A. D, on a spot 
ivlu're once stood a temple dedicated 
;o Hercules. 


The original plan of Master Brwia 
m 
not been faithfully followed, and 
t must bo admitted tliat the edifice 
jas lost nothing through this, but has 
father gained considerably, H e had 
conceived of a facado two stories lu 
aelght, dominated by two towers of 
equal height. It was, however, many 
yuars later that the cathedral was 
completed, and the two towers were 
welded togetlier a t the height of the 
first story, the left tower alone being 
Onlshed, Us delicate openwork spire— 
a ¿Marvel of sculpture—rising 142 me- 
ters ti>iove the earth. 
Tlie threefold 
portal, 
g'lvlng 
access to the three 
Gothic naves. Is decorated by a multi- 
tude of remarkable sculptures. 


The great 
to'ver was 
fiulslied in 
143U, under t i ^ i^lrectlua of Joha 


IToltz. 
Many were the artists 
who 
lovingly decorated *thls unique stone 
Jewel, The baptistery was the work 
of John Detginger; the pulpit that of 
Hans 
Hammerer, and Innumerable 
humble artisans lovingly and piously 
decorated and embellished It. Their 
anonymous tribute Is touchingly re- 
vealed In the slightest details of the 
gigantic and splendid masterpiece. 
The Astronomical Clock. 
The great clock of tfie cathedral has 
been for nearly six centuries an object 
of public curiosity and amusement. 
This 
astronomical 
clock was first 
built by Bishop Bercthold of Birch- 
egg in 1352, and was completed 
two years later by Bishop John of 
LIchtenberg. The clock originally oc- 
cupied the space facing that which it 
occupies at present in the southern 
transept. 
Besides 
various 
astro- 
Inomlcal devices indicating the true 
solar time,-it has a great planetarium 
In which the revolution of the planets 
is represented, so that the x'elatlve 
position of each at any time can be 
seen at a glance. 
Then, on an ele- 
vated 
platform, are moving 
figures 
representing the four ages of man. 


On a still higher platform is a nat- 
ural-sized figure of Jesus, and a t noon 
the twelve apostles pass before t h e 
feet of their master, bowing low. As 
Peter ipasses, a large 
and jnarvel-j 
ously lifelike cock 
flaps his wings, 
ruflles his feathers and crows three 
times very loudly and naturally. 
The 
clock was definitely completed In 157'!, 
to be destroyed during the revolution 
of 1789. 
But in 1842. a Strassburg 
artist 
named 
Schwielgue 
built the 
clock which still exists and is a iaith- 
ful copy of the old timepiece. 


Houses of the Renaissance. 


During the Renaissance, Strassburg 
enjoyed a prosperity of which some 
idea can be gained from the numer- 
ous monuments which were erected at 
that period. Many of these still exist, 
especially 
those old houses 
which 
abound in the little fiarrow streets in 
the 
neighborhood of the cathedral, 
where 
many 
picturesque old sign- 
boards bear evidence to the past. The 
Boecklin house, which once belonged 
to a noble family of lower Alsace, is 
among the most celebrated of the 
period. 
The courtyard of this house 
contains a magnificent stone staircase, 
and It also possesses a particularly 
fine Renaissance doorway. The House 
of the Crow, dating from the four- 
teenth century, Is famous for its re^ 
markable courtyard, and it Is said that 
Frederick the Great lodged there In 
1740. The House of the Dragon, re- 
cently demolished, was In the four- 
teenth century the residence of tho 
Knights of Endingen, whilst the fa- 
mous Kamerzell house on the Cathe- 
dral place, dating from 1407, Is of 
world-wide renown. Its three stories 
were built at successive periods; but 
coilTed with Its high, slanting roof, so 
Characteristic of Strassburg, it rather 
'resembles an immense dovecote with 
its many windows. 


During the thirty years' war, Alsace 
fell under the rule of France; Strass- 
burg became French on the 80th of 
September, 16S1, whilst the annexa- 
tion was 
definitely ratified by the 
Peace of Ryswick in 1097. 
Yauban 
personally directed the construction of 
the citadel in 1082. But Ids fortifica- 
tions, strong as they were, could not 
resist the Intensely terrific bombard- 
ment to which the Germans subjected 
the old city In August and September, 
1670. and Strassburg was obliged-to 
capitulate after barely a month'§ re- 
sistance. 
During the shelling of the 
city, many of Its finest public edifices, 
which were for the most part of the 
eighteenth 
century, 
were 
d'estroyed. 
Amongst these figured the znagnliiceat 
libjrnry,
